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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant arguments are not persuasive for the 
reasons stated in paragraph 2 of the final rejection. Applicant argues that Rangell does not teach "a water proof chalk line or treating a 
predetermined length of line with water repellent material". Applicant asserts that Rangell teaches providing "a new water proof chalk line 
compositions for use with chalk line devices .... " (see at Col.2, lines 34-43; lines 44-47; lines 48-50; etc.). The claimed language only 
requires "an apparatus comprising a length of line treated with water repellant material" and Rangell clearly recites a "water proof chalk 
line", which requires the presence of a line that is treated to be made waterproof/water repellant as required by the claim. Therefore, the 
rejection is considered proper and maintained. 
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
